Un- 
der the broad authority given 
by Congress, the work will not 
be confined to the boll weevil, 
but will embrace other enemies 
of the cotton plant, as well. 

The study of the boll weevil 
and experimentation with meth- 
ods of éxterminating it, and of 
raising cotton in infected dis- 
tricts will be carried on under 
the direction of the chief ento- 
mologist of the department, Dr. 
L. O. Howard, by W. D. Hun- 
ter, special agent in charge, 
with several assistants. Mr. 
Hunter's headquarters will be 
tn Victoria, Tex., where an in- 
vestigating laboratory has been 
carried on for the past two 
years. Where will be thirteen 
experimental farme of one hun- 
dred acres each, in different 
parts of the State. All possible 
remedial work will be carried 
on at the laboratory and at 
these experimental farms. The 
search for parasites will go on 
in Central and Southern Amer- 
joa and the West Indies.

WASHINGTON,. Feb. 13.—Despite 
the critical condition of Senator Hanna, 
the feeling of despondency which last 
right pervaded the sick chamber gave 
way tonight to dne of restored hope. 
All along during the day the attending 
physicians, noting the manner in which 
the patient responded to treatment, 
gave it as their belief that he had a 
“fighting chance.” The tension under 
which the immediate members of the 
family have been since 3 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, when the sinking 
spell came on, was notably relieved to- 
day and the Senator's brother, his son 
Dan and others of the household spent 
some time in the lobby of the hotel. 
Indeed, his condition was.eulh this af- 
ternoon that Mrs. Hanna was able to 
take a short drive. 

When morning broke, Senator Hanna 
had held his own during the night, al- 
though it had been necessary to keep 
down the temperature, which at one 
time reached 1065, by frequent sponge 
batha. 

The Senator had been conscious most 
of the time, but has been too weak to 
rouse himself except at very infrequent 
intervals, and then he could not make 
himself entirely understood. The most 
gratifying feature of the case is the 
Senator's continued ability to take and 
retain nourishment. This consists of 
amall quantities of milk and whisky. 
Throughout the day the utmost watch- 
fulness was observed to prevent, if pos- 
sible, a recurrence of the chill which 
yesterday came so near resulting fa- 
tally. Satine injections and oxygen was 
resorted to when, In the opinion of the 
physician, there was the slightest tndl- 
cation of a setback. 

An important point was settled to- 
night. when the announcement was 
made that the Senator's illness was un- 
accompanied by any complications. 
The distinguished patient fully realizes 
the gravity of his condition. At one 
time, when he was able to feebly con- 
verse with his physicians, the Senator 
said he would lend all his aid to their 
efiorts In his behalf. 

All day long a constant stream of 
callers made their way to the Arlington 
to inquire regarding the Senator's con- 
dition. The President was one of these. 
and upon his arrival at the hotel he 
was at once shown into the family 
apartments, where he conversed for ten 
minutes with Mrs. Hanna and received 
from her the latest Information as to 
Mr. Hanna's condition. Before going 
upstairs the President was informed 
Mr. Hanna's temperature at that time 
was lower and his condition a little bet- 
ter, and he was outspoken in the ex- 
pression of the relief he felt at the re- 
ceipt of the news. 

On coming from the sick chamber 
after the issuance of the 11 o'clock bul- 
letin, Mr. Dover said the physicians 
would not reply to direct questions re- 
garding the prospects of the Senator's 
recovery. They feel, however, said Mr. 
Dover, that he not only has held his 
own, but, if anything, has gained. This 
improved condition, the physicians say, 
is due to the nourishment even the 
patient, the use of less oxygen, a re- 
duction tn the strength of the stimu- 
ant ard the natural sieep he secured. 
When Dr. Rixey arrived tonight Dr. 
(ler said the Senator had had a good 
day and he was impressed with the 
fact that the Senator's color had much 
improved.

BURTON TOOK THE COIN. 


Keneas Senator Admits That He Re- 
ceived Money from Grain Com- 
pany, but Merely as Attorney.

He says that at Parras nearly 
one hundred varieties of California 
fruits have been successfully intro- 
duced from the northern portion of 
the United States, but are unsuited 
to the climate. The figs planted from 
California stock are doing very well. |

Parras are also doing well. 
WAS PRESIDENT OF ACRE.: 

Among the 400,000 people here is a 
very quiet and modest man, Luis Gal- 
vez Rodriguez de Arias, who had the 
distinction of being President of a re- 
public. From July, 1899, to May, 1900, 
he was President of the tiny republic 
of Acre, the disputed territory on tho 
borders of Bolivia and Brazil. At 
the close of the Spanish-American 
Wear, Galvez, who was ap officer in the 
army of Spain, wendered into Brazil, 
and while there found that the peo- 
ple of Acre were in rebellion against 
Brazil. He offered to pacify the re- 
bellion and Brazil gave him a smal! 
steamer and he started with about fif- 
ty Spanish soldiers. He sailed up the 
Amazon. but as soon as he reached 
Acre joined the revolt which was di- 
rected against Bolivia as we!! as Bra- 
zi). Gathering an army of 8°00 Indi- 
ans, they elected him President of the 
Republic of Acre, which office he filled 
for nine months. He defeated the 
troops from both republics repeatedly, 
although Brazil sent 42:000 men 
against him. After many months of 
campaigning Galvez contracted a trop- 
ical disease called heri-beri. Finding 
himself obliged to leave the country, 
he capitulated to the Brazilians, re- 
cetving 2,000,000 frances, andas a gift 
250 seringales of rubber lands. equiv- 
alent then to $8000. Going to Europe, 
he was healed of his sickness, and fall- 
ing to make good his claims against 
tbe Brazilian government, has quietly 
settled in Mexico. 

AGRICULTURE INCREASING.

TO RESTRICT IMMIGRATION. 
Hon. Mercys Braun, an attaché of 
the Department of Commerce and La- 


bor at Washington, D. C., has come 
to Mexico, with letters from Secretary

ments whereby the tide of Asiatic im- 
migration now setting towards this 
country may be _ restricted. The 
United States ts apprehensive because 
of the proximity of so much Chinese 
and Japanese labor as is now coming 
into Mexico, especially of the Chi- 
nese. This yellow flood is to take the 
place of the peon, so gcarce in some 
portions of the country, especially the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec. One of the 
principal features of the arrangements 
to be effected will be the proposed set- 
tlement of immigration agencies or in- 
epec'cors at tas MexicoAmerican tron- 


tier, to exclude such persons 
from American  teritory as are 
now ~— forbidden there by the 
laws of the States. 
As a matter of fact. wirile 


there is a certain trend of immigra- 
tion to Mexico from Europe and 
Asia, the trend is very limited at pres- 
ent, and one cannot understand why 
it is considered necessary to approach 
the Mexican government on the sub- 
ject, unless fear of increase makes it 
advisable to institute tentative pro- 
ceedings. 

THE FRUIT INDUSTRY. 

W. C. Maulsby, general manager of 
the Chiapas Rubber Company, says 
the labor question on the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, however much may be 
sald to the contrary. is one of the 
most difficult problems that now con- 
fronts the Isthmian planter. He fa- 
vors, furthermore, the planting of ba- 
nanas in conjunction with the plant- 
ing of rubber, for the latter takes so 
many years to ripen for tapping, and 
meantime the fruit yields quickly. 
They more than pay the expense of 
time lost. There is the additional ad- 
vantage of having a good fruit mar- 
ket like the United States so close. 
Bananas require less labor than al- 
most anything else, and produce 
quicker and the demand of the mar- 
ket is increasing. The plants bear 
in less than one year after planting. 
The cultivation of ramie, which had 
been confined to the Motzorongo dis- 
trict in the State of Puebla, is becom. 
ing general in the States of Jalisco 
and Michoacan. The Department of 
Encouragement has donated seed to 
farmers in these two great States 
who are so far quite successful with 
the venture. This fiber promises to 
be a valuable article of export from 
Mexico.

ARGUMENT DISAPPBARS. 

One wspecious argument brought by 

the annexationists ts their lack of wa- 
ter supply. The strength of this ar- 
gument, whatever it might have been, 
now largely disappears since the re- 
cent settlements made between the 
city and the West Los Angeles and 
West side water companies. As 1s 
known to most of our citizens, the 
city in that settlement took over only 
that part of the supply and distrib- 
uting system of the companies di- 
a avaliable to the city for use in 
suppiying the inhabitants of the west- 
erm part of the city which had grown 
up under the supply furnished by 
these companies. The settlement leaves 
these companies with their valuable 
water-bearing lands in the southwest- 
ern part of the city, and with a pipe 
system furnishing water to Hollywood 
and the Soldiers’ Home, the value of 
that property and plant running up 
well to 000. These companies are 
not going out of business; on the con- 
trary, it is understood that they will 
at once enter into active operations 
for the increase of their water sup- 
ply. the acquisition of new water- 
bearing lands more centrally situated, 
perhaps in the vicinity of Sherman, 
and the extension of their distributing 
System, so that they will be able to 
furnish an adequate supply to the 
Gistrict seeking annexation. But if 
this were not so, it would be mani- 
festly unwise and unjust for us at the 
present titre to take in this large ex- 
tent of territory with the expectation 
of supplying it from our present wa- 
ter system. Unless the climatic con- 
ditions of Southern California undergo 
@ radical and permanent change there 
is no reason at all to doubt but that 
the prevent. supply from the waters of 
the river of Los Angeles properly de- 
veloped, conserved and handled, will 
be ample to furnish water for the 
supply of the inhabitants and munici- 
pal purpotes, even thougn the present 
territory of the city should be densely 
inhabited; but the pecullar nature vo 
our water rights renders it, as we 
have said, both unwise and unjust 
that we should arbitrarily expand our 
limits. take in farming lands and ham- 
lets, and obligete ourselves to furnish 
them with the waters of the river of 
Los An«eles. Our right to these wa- 
ters is absolutely unique, resting in the 
laws and royal decrees of Spa'n per- 
talning to -colonigation; they have 
been finally settied by our Supreme 
Court, after long and expensive litiga- 
tion, as the paramount right to the 
use of so much of the waters of th 
river and their sources flow- 
ing on the surface or underground, as 
are necessary for the needs of the 
peopie of the city and for municipal 
uses. it has been further decided that 
neither the original limite of the pue- 
bio nor the original municipal } 
poses to which its use was confined 
are now the measures of the water 
right: but that as the city grows in 
territory the right to the use of the 
water becomes vested in the itnhab- 
itants of the annexed t ry: ant 
that the new and vari municipal 
uses to which the water is now put 
can claim the same right as did the 
simpler uses at the time of the estab- 
lishment of the pueblo. But it ie to be 
obrerved that while this right of 
is &@ paramount right. it is not an ex- 
clusive right; for it has also been held 
that the owners riparian to the river 
and its sources, whether above. or un- 
have their riparian rights 
to the use of the water upon their 
lands sub only to the paramount 
right of the city to take said waters 
if needed for the use of its inhabitants: 
and in like manner, also, the owners 
of lani along the river to-the south of 
the city limits are entitled to the use 
of all of the waters of the river, which 
fiow down through the city unappro- 

ted, and unused by its authorities. 
Fould it not, then, be a manifest and 
gross. injustice to the owners of there 
riparian lands above the city who have 
made their homes there and brought 
their lands in some. inetances to a 
high state of cultivation, depending 
upon their riparian use of the waters, 
that the city should take in 4600 acres 
of farming lends and obligate itee!f 
to furnish them with water, thereby 
depriving the ri an owners of their 
valuable rightea? We are not now 
dwelling upon any legal aspecis of the 
case; we are simply putting the mat- 
ter upon the basis of natural justice. 


GREAT WATER BURDEN, 


It would be a great burden upon the 
water department at present to be 
obliged to extend its mains and dis- 
tributing system throughout the ter- 
ritory propesed to be annexed. By 
wiee and careful management it is 
now carrying the whole financial bur- 
den of the water system of the city, 
paying thesinking fund and the inter- 
eat upon the water bonds out of its in- 
come. and from the same source vig- 
oreusly prosecuting the much-needed 
work of replacement and extensions 
in ite supply and distributing 
ae well as vigorously prosecuting cer- 
tein development work; and with all! 
thie burden ft has very matertally re- 
duced the water rates. It is the 
earnest hope of the department that 
in a very few years it will heve put 
the system in such condition that «a 
large part of its annual disbursemenis 
for improvements can be discontinued 
and that it will be able to make still 
greater reductions in ite water rates. 
Surely th's !*# no time to add to the 
burdens of the eysterm for the benefit 
of a few ambitious suburban neigh- 
bers and would-be speculators in city 
lots. When the population of this dis- 
trict hee increased to something like 
an urban density, when they have 
their streets graded, their schooihouses 
built, their sewers constructed and a 
system of waterworks adequate to 
thelr suppiv which can be turned over 
te the city, then they can come, not 
in forma pauperis, crouchi at the 
city's gates for a . Dut as a 
welcome bride. ftiy adorned, bearing

Here the months were spent disciplin- 
ing the men and making the necessary 
preparations for an early start in the 


pring. 

While at Camp Du Bois, final mes- 
sage came from Jefferson, inspiring 
the party on to achievement. “The ac- 
quisition of the eountry through which 
you are to pass has inspired the coun- 
try generally with a great deal of in- 
terest in your enterprise. The in- 
quiries are perpetual as to your prog- 
ress. The Feds. (Federals) alone still 
treat it as a philosophism (crankery,) 
and would rejoice at its failure. Their 
bitterness increases with the diminu- 
tion of their numbers and despair of 
a resurrection. I hope you will take 
care of yourself, and be the living wit- 
ness of their malice and folly.” 

TO COUNCIL BLUFFS. 

On Monday, May 14, 1804, the expe- 
dition started from Camp Du Bois, ac- 
companied by a detachment to assist 
as far as the Mandans in ‘carrying 
stores or in defense against an attack, 
which was most to be feared before 
that nation was reached. it made 
steady progress until July 22, when it 
went into camp for four days on the 
east side of the Missourl. Here inter- 
preters were sent out to seek the 
neighboring tribes and bring them to 
camp that they might be informed of 
“the recent change in the government 
and the wish of the United States to 
cultivate their friendship.” The In- 
dians were away hunting, so 50 con- 
ference was secured. 

During the delay, the captains made 
maps of the country through which 
they had passed and reports of their 
observations, and dispatched them to 
President Jefferson from this point. 
The men hunted and dried the meat 
and provisions that had been wet by 
rains in the passage. 

Several days later, August 3, they 
held their first council with the In- 
dians, the Ottoes and Missouris; and 
by presents of medals, paints, orna- 
ments, powder and whisky and fair 
promises of the ection of the United 
States, they established a bond of 
friendship. This spot Lewis and 
Clark named Counci! Bluff, We have 
kept the name for our modern city, al- 
though its site is below the meeting 
place and on the opposite side of the 
river. 


found on the verge of warfare. All 
the Indians received them in a friend- 
ly spirit. These natives had al) known 
white men, both French traders and 
employés of the British Fur Company; 
and with the exception of the Ricaras, 
they were al) fond of the white man's 
fire water. however, 
were disgusted with its effects on the 
traders and said, “They were sur- 
prised that their father should pre 
sent to them a liquor which would 
make them fools,” and that “no man 
could be their friend who tried to lead 
them into such follies.” 

The natives allalong were aston- 
ished at York. They had never seen 
a black man before and examined him 
with great curiosity. To increase 
their awe, he told them fantastic tales 
of how he had once been a wild ani- 
mal and had been caught and tamed 
by his master. To convince them, he 
exhibited feats of great strength. 

On the way to the Mandans, they 
had no greater difficulties than the de 
lay caused by sandbars and the slow 
progress necessitated by the curves 
of the river. One bend which com- 
pelled the boats to journey thirty 
miles had a chord of only two thou- 
sand yards. There was a quantity of 
ripe fruit and game was very plenti- 
ful. The hunters pushed on ahead 
and not only kept the camp supplied 
with fresh meat, but laid in quanti- 
tiles of dried flesh for the winter. 

One sadness they had. On August 
20, Sergt. Charlies Floyd died, after 
one day's illness of bilious colic. They 
buried the body on top of a bluff, with 
military bonors, and named the next 
stream they reached Floyd's, as a per- 
petual monument to his memory. The 
captains allowed the men to choose 
from among their number a sergeant 
to succeed Fileyd, and Patrick Gass 
recetved the highest number of votes. 

Sergt. Gases is the only one of the 
party, besides the captains, who has 
handed down to us a published ac- 
count of the journey. He was born 
June 12, 1771, in Pennsylvania, of Irish 
stock, but he was raised in West Vir- 
ginia. In 1792, he entered the frontier 
service against the Indians; and, with 
a few intermissions, he remained with 
the army until the call for volunteers 
for the western expedition was sound 
ed. As Gass was an able non-com- 
missioned officér, his own captain op- 
posed his volunteering; but, in spite 
of this, Lewis accepted his services. 

On this part of the trip the only 
disciplining necessary in the whole 
expedition occurred. One of the in- 
terpreters who had been sent out on 
July 28 to collect the Indians at 
Counct! Bluff deserted and was never 
found. On August 4, one Reed desert- 
ed and a party was sent after him “to 
take him dead or alive.” He was 
brought back and confessed, and, ac- 
cording to the Journal, “requested we 
would be as favourable with him as 
we could consistantly with our Oathes 
—which we were and only sentenced 
him to run the gantlet four times 
through the party and that each man 
with 9% switches should punish him 
and for bim not to be considered in 
future one of the Party——." This wag

martial of his peers, which sentenced 
him to seventy-five lashes and dis- 
bandment from the party. During the 
winter at Fort Mandan, Newman 
showed his regret for the one un- 
guarded moment by. most zealous 
work, and in the spring begged to be 
taken on with the party; but Lewis 
demed it “impolitic to relax from the 
sentence, altho’ he stood acquited in 
my mind.” In the final report, Lewis 
expressed his appreciation of New- 
man's services and desired the gov- 
ernment would pay him for his por- 
tion of the journey.

from boils and dysentery, brought on, 
they afterwards discovered, by drink- 
ing the surface water of the river 
with its mineral scum. 
WINTER 1804-5 AT FORT MANDAN. 

They reached the Mandans October 
26, and here built a fort which they 
occupied during the winter. The lo 
cation was sixteen hundred miles up 
the Missouri, about eight miles below 
the mouth of Knife River, and in what 
is now McLean county, North Dakota. 
The winter was intensely cold, the 
river frozen and the ground under 
snow for several months. The hunters 
suffered severely 
hands and feet, 
white glare produced a temporary 
blindness. 

Still all seemed to have labored 
cheerfully and to have danced away 
the evenings. A smithy was set up, 


regular blacksmith, was handy “in 
either wood or metal,” made battle. 
axes and repaired tools for the In- 
dians. In exchange, they brought 
corn, a valuable addition to the com- 
pany'’s supplies. 

At Fort Mandan, they engaged an-

TO THE MARIA'S RIVER. 

On April 7, 1805, the company bade 
to the Mandans, and sepa- 
arated, sixteen going back with the 
berge and thirty-two forming the per- 
manent party that was to seek the 
unknown. These names, together with 
that of Sergeant Floyc. are preserved 
in the archives of the War Depart- 
ment under ihe title “A roll of the mem 
who accompanied Captains Lewis and 
Clark on their late tour to the Pacific 
ocean through the interior of the Con- 
tinent of North America, showing their 
rank with some remarks oon their 
respective merits and services.” The 
services of even the least of them 
entitle them to the respeotful notice 
of the American people and so we take 
the opportunity of introducing the list 
here. The sergeants, besides Floyd 
and Gass, were John Ordway from 
New Hampshire and Nathaniel Pryor. 
The privates were John Collins of 
Maryland, Peter Cruzatte of St. Louis. 
Joseph and Reuben Fields, and George 
Shannon of Kentucky, Robert Frazier 
from Vermont, George Gibson and 
Hugh MeNei! from Pennsy!vania, 
Thomas P. Howard from Massachu- 
setts, William Werner and Joseph 
Whitehouse from Virginia. and Wil- 
liam Bratton, John Colter, Silas Good- 
rich, Hugh Hall, Francis Labiche, 
Baptiste Lepage, John Potts, John 
Shields, John B. Thompson, Alexan- 
der Willard, Richard Winsor, and 
Peter Wiser, whose States are not 
mentioned. In addition, there were 
the interpreters, George Drewyer of 
St. Louis and Toussaint Chaboneau, 
Sacajawea, the wife of Chaboneau, 
and her infant son, and York, Cap- 
tain Clark's negro, making the total 
number of adults thirty-two. The 
personne! fairly represented the sec- 
tions of the Union and was a g00d 
prognostication of the flow of immi- 
gration that was afterward to follow 
their footsteps.

From a day or so 
after leaving the Mandans, they met 
no natjves, although they frequently 
saw the deserted lodges of hunting 
parties. As they progressed, spring 
accompanies them. The fresh grass 
attracted “large herds of deer, elk, 
buffalo and antelopes,” and geese and 
swans in plenty, so that it became “a 
mere amusement to supply the party 
with provisions.” In this part of the 
journey, they had their first, but not 
last, encounter with the grizzly bear, 
which they first described for science. 

At first the only annoyances they 
had to contend with were the mos- 
quitoes and the drifting sand. The 
journal complains of the latter: “The 
party are very much afflicted with 
sore eyes. . . . occasioned by the 
vast quantities of sand. ee RS 
so penetrating that nothing can be 
kept free from it, and we are com- 
pelled to eat, drink and breathe it

Only half an hour before had she come 
into port, breaking, by the dull bray- 
tng of her siren, the quietude of the 
siesta, and rousing the proprietor of 
the hostlery somewhat prematurely 
from his slumbers.

“We have passed resolutions in fa- 
vor of the soldiers; we have ‘com- 
mended their conduct, we admire 
their patriotism, we glory in their sac- 
rifices; but we have not nominated 
any of them for office. I! have a little 
story to-tell this convention. It was 
related to me an hour or s0 Byres I 
heve no reason to doubt that it is a 
true story. 

“In January, 1862, an orphan boy, 
then 14 years of age, attempted to en- 
list in the Union army. He was de 
nied admission on account of his 
youth, but was able to join a com: 
peny of Union scouts recruited main- 
ly from Tennessee and Northern Geor- 


gia. 

“At the second day of the battle of 
Missionary Ridge it had been ar 
ranged that at 1 o'clock Sherman, in 
command of the left, should make an 
attack upon Braggs army. But, 
through the treachery or carelessness 
of a war correspondent of a Cincinv- 
nati paper, the code of Union signals 
had fallen into the possession of the 
Confederates. The Union scouts, ever 
vigilant, ascertained this fact and re 
ported it to Gen. Grant at 11 o'clock 
of the morning af the day at 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon of which the attack 
was to be made. 

“It became necessary to counter 
mand the order pretiously given and 
to direct a different movement of the 
forces, and the code was useless. R 
was necessary to send a written mes- 
sage to Sherman, who was. by a cir 
cultous route, 14 miles distant, and 
two messengers wre dispatched by 
that route. But there was grave doubt 
as to whether they would reach Gen. 
Sherman in time, and voluhteers were 
called for who should go through 
the Confederate lines, it being only 
six miles across by that route. 

“The boy of whom I _ spesk 
volunteered for the service. With the 
message wrapped in tin foil. secreted 
in his mouth, ready to be swallowed 
in case he was captured, and clad in 
@ mountaineers dress of gray. he 
started upon his mission. He took bis 
life in his -hands, for if captured he 
would have been shot as aspy. Dy 
his wit and his quickness and his 
bravery he succeeded. He went 
through the Confederate lines, twice 
questioned and by bis ready answers 
claiming to be a Confederat: « atch 
bearer he escaped the 
last he was three times fired at. He 
went down ‘into the jaws of Jea'h.’ 
He went down ‘into the mout' of 
He reached Sherman, he Jeiivered the 
message, and the proposed attack was 


abandoned, aithough Sherman, as di- 


rected, kept up a heavy canfionading, 
in order to deceive Bragg. The boy 
noticed as he was passing through 
the Confederate lines that Lragg was 
weakening his right in order to march 
his forces to the left to resist the 
supposed attack of Sherman. ie re- 
ported this fact to Sherman, who 
thereupon with Sheridan made an at- 
tack upon Braggs weakened left, 
and then came that celebrated atiack 
upon the rifle pits. which ended when 
the sun went down with our fag ftivat- 


ing upon the heights ‘of Missionary 
y Ridge. 
“Gentiemen of — the convention, 


while in the history of our war the 
names of the generals who command- 
ed great movements. and of the he 
roes who «xecuted them wijl go down 
to posterity, there is another bow’, 


not written by man, in which the 
written in letters of light. 

“He fought through the war and 
remained in the service until mus 
tered out when peace was declared. 
During the last six months of his serv- 
ice he carried a volume of Black- 
stone in his knapsack, and thus began 
the study of law. After peace was de- 
clared he continued his studies. He 
was admitted in lowa. He hai prac 
ticed for twelve years in San Fran- 
cisco. He bas established an honored 
position at the bar of California. 

“Geptiemen, I present to you for 
the office of Attorney-General, not ia 
the name of any slate or combination, 
| but I present to you in the name of 
the soldiers of this republic, hitherto 
neglected tn this Republican convén- 
tion, I present to you In the name 
of those who unveiled the current of 
the Mississippi, who battled above 
the clouds at Lookout Mountain, who 
sang the song of triumph from At 
lanta to the sea, who carried our ban- 
per, blood-spetted and bullet shred- 
ded, but fiying still trtumphant over 
al) this land. I present to you now 
for nomination the unstarred, 
auletted hero of Missionary Ridge.” 


The story was a simple one, simply 
told. There was no ornateness suid 
HO attempt at oratory. It was not an 
incredible story, for there were many 
such instances of unmrewarded and un- 
recorded heroism du our Civil 
War. The personality of the speaker 
had little to do with the narration. 
He was bebind his theme and not in 
front of it. It was the Deus ex ma- 
china that ruled the hour. The stone 
was rolled from the sepulcher of the 
past and the passionate patriotism of 
the Civil War, dormant for twenty 
years, arose with the song of battle 
upon its lips. The members of the 
convention shouted and waved their 
hats, and stood up on their seats anda 
shouted again. The “slate” was 
smashed into fragments. A few lieu- 
tenants of the “boss” who attempted 
to reason with the excited delegates 
were cried down. The roll was called. 
The first county on the list was Ala- 
meda—a “slate” county with its hun- 
dred delegates supposed to be in the 
pocket of the “boss.” But when its 
long, lean chairman arose and cast its 
vote solid for “the unepaultted hero 
of Missionary Ridge” the cheering was 
resumed, and when the roll call was 
finished the candidate for Attorne;- 
General. who fifteen minutes before 
could count but six delegates for his 
supporters was practically the unani- 
mous choice of six hundred. — 


“Il had always thought,” said Gen. 
W. H. L. Barnes, after the convention 
adjourned, “that Grant and Sherman 
had something to do with the battle 
of Missionary Ridge, but I am satis- 
fied now tHat it was our nominee for 
Attorney-General.” 

Some question as to the truth of 
the story was made by the opposition 
papers, but the Grand Army officers .n- 
vestigated it and indorsed it. The 
candidate thus nominated suffered de- 
feat at the polls with the rest of the 
ticket; but at the next State conven- 
tion be was again selected as a can- 
didate, “on the ghost of a nominating 
speech— as was said, and was elected 
and served with credit for four years.

The apparatus at the same 
time aids the and prevents 
a dowp-draught. It is run by a small 
dynamo placed on the roof. 

The English electrician, Sir Oliver 
Lodge, has been engaged for a long 
time ip a series of experiments which, 
if successful, will make it possible to 
dispel fog by electricity, and also to 
bring about rain in India by electri- 
fying the vapor particles in the Mon- 
soon clouds, which often fail to con- 
dense, and thus deliver the country 
over to drowth and famine. 

The Germans are resenting punish- 
ment for “Majestatebeleidigung” more 
and more. Not long ago a teacher at 
Ottweller was accused of speaking dis- 
respectfully of the Emperor.

Every da 
he was invited to meals,- and other- 
wise cared for; a petition was seni to 
the government, end a boycott was 
placed on the merchant who had de- 
nounced him, and who, consequently, 
had to go out of business. 

What can be done in the way of 
saving infants by proper dieting was 
shown at a recent meeting of the Pa- 
ris Academy of Medicine by Dr. Bu- 
din. Out of 712 infants ‘who were 


brought to him, and whom he was able 
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to follow up dally, the mortality waa 


only 4.6 per thousand, whereas the 
mean for all Paris is 178 per 1000. 
None of his infants died of digestive 
troubles, of which the mean officia) 
mortality is 65 per 1000. One of his 
principles is that underfeeding is bet- 
ter than overfeeding, which is danger- 
ous even when the infant is breast- 
fed. 


Are Professional Eaters. 

One of the most striking customs 
of the past that are preserved by the 
Indians on the Devil's Lake reserva- 
tion in North Dakota. Supervisor 


Wright the Indian service gives for 
followin count of this peculiar 
practice: “From time immemorial] the 


Devil's Lake Sioux have adhered td’ an 
old custom in regard to the treatment 
of a guest. According to their eti- 
quette, it is the bounden duty of the 
host to supply his guest with all the 
food* he may desire, and, as a rule, 
the apportionment set before the visit- 
ing Indian is much in excess of the 
capacity of a single man. But by the 
Same custom the guest is obliged to eat 
all that is placed before him, else he 
grossly insults his entertainer. 
was found tnat this practice would 
work a hardship, but instead of dis- 
pensing with the custom the Indian 
method of reasoning Was applied, and 
what is known as the professional! 
eater is brought to the front. While 
the guest is supposed to eat al! that 
is placed before him, !t serves the 
same purpose if his neighbor assists 
in devouring the bountiful repast, the 
main object being to have the plate 
clean when toe meal is finished. It is 
not always practicable to depend upon 
a neighbor at table to assist in getting 
away with a large dinner, and in or- 
der to insure the final consumption 
of the allotted portion visiting Indians 
call upon these professional eaters, 
whose duty its to sit beside them 
through the meal and eat what the 
guest Jeaves. The professional eaters 
are never looked upon in the light of 
guests, but more as traveling compan- 
fons with a particular duty to Cabene. 
These eaters receive from one dollar 
to two dollars, and even three dollars, 
for each meal where they assist. It 
is atated.by the agent at the Devil's 
Lake reservation that one of the pro- 
fessional eaters bas been known to 
dispose of seventeen pounds of beef 
ata sitting. That they are capable of 
eating an almost fabulous amount I 
— can Ga- 
zette.

PROFITABLE CROP. 


A It is, of course, not true that we 
of Southern California live chiefly on 


affirm. 
Shil. there is no question that the 
army of health and pleasure seekers 
who come to California, in ever-in- 
creasing numbers, form a most valua- 
ble asset, and one that we should not 
omit to cultivate, as we do any other 
Profitable crop. Moreover. this is one 
of the few crops that we may count 
on successfuljy raising, year after 
year, without irrigation. The visitors 
from the frozen East enjoy this unin- 
terrupted sunshine, and bask in it. 
and find difficulty in understanding 
why some of the residents should be 
complaining about climatic conditions 
that they regard as perfect, and almosi 
too good to be true—except, perhaps, 
when they take a trip over one of our 
roads that has not been olled. 

Tt is difficult to estimate, with any- 
thing like 9n approach to accuracy, the 
actual money value of thie tourist 
erop to Scuthern California—that is to 
say, the stnount of money which they 
leave her: every year, after deducting 
the cost of what they use and con- 
sume. It amounts, however, undoubt- 


edly to a high figure—a very high fig- 


ure. it is not, perhaps, too much to 
assume that the visitors to Southern 
California, within a year—including. 
a6 well as the eastern tourists, those 
who come from the heated interior 
sections of the Southwest, to spend the 
suinmer months near the cooling 
breezes of the Pacitic—are worth to 
California, in dollars and 
cents, fully as much as ali the prod- 
ucts of the sojl shipped from the seven 
scuthern counties. 

Buch being the case, it is certainly 


_ worth while for us to devote some at- 
. tention, and if necessary expend some 


money, in cultivating this | profitable 
crop, so that it may increase, and 
bring still larger returns. Switzerland 
la a good example of a country tha' 
knows how to cultivate the teurist 
crop, and profits remarkably thereby. 
Naturally, Switzerland is one of the 
poorest countries ‘in Europe, producing 
only a small percentage of the fooc 
consumed by its Inhobitants. The fact 
that it is today wee vi ihe richest per 


capita countries in the world is due to 
. two causes. 


First, its people are e¢x- 
ceedingly thrif#y, making the most of 
their slender resources, and establish- 
ing manufacturing industries wherever 


possible, and, second, because Swit- 


eeriand is the playground of Europe, 
and has for more than haif a century 
been the Mecca of health and pleasure 
seekers from all parts of that conti- 
nent and later from America also. This 
tourist business would have been com- 
paratively unimportant, notwithstand. 
ing the great natural charms of the 
Alps, had not the thrifty Swiss soon 
learned to realize that they were in 
possession of a goose that was laying 
golden eggs for them, and took care to 
give the bird every aftention. In 
Switzeriand there will be found mag- 
nificent level roads, running ove 
mountain passes higher than the sum- 
mit of Old Baldy. where you may 
drive, at a trot, from bearing grape 
vines to banks of snow within a few 
hours. There are on every “coign o* 
wantage” thoroughly first-class up-to- 
date hotels, with all modern improve- 
ments. some of them perched on almost 
inaccessible locations, surrounded by 
glaciers, where impossible to keep 
open more than 4 third of the year. 
On almost every road and trail there 
will be found signboards, giving nec- 
eteary information to the traveler as 
“to roads and distances, and wherever 
there is a specially fine point of view 
is NWkely to be found a little pavilion, 
or at least @ comfortable bench, where 
the traveler may rest, to drink in the 
beauty of the wide-reaching view and 
the exhilarating ozone. 

The good accommodations of Switr- 
erland are not by any means confined 
to the larger and more expensive ho- 
tele. Almost every peasant’'s house 
furnishes modest “accommodations for 
man and beast.” no license being ex- 
acted for the dispensing of refresh- 
ments, either liquor or solid. You 
may travel for six months through 
Switzerland, putting up at a different 
inn every night, and you will not find 
dirt or d@iscourtesy anywhere, but on 
the contrary a Dutchiike cleanliness, 
and an evident disposition to make 
the traveler welcome, and that not al- 
together because of the email amount 
i money he may epend.

In Southern California we have nat- 
ural attractions of climate and scen- 
ery of « high order, which bring us 
thousands of visitors from al! ts of 
the world, but it must be mitted 
that we have, so far, done compara- 
t these nat- 
ural atfractions by facilities and ac- 
commodations thet will appea] to 
those who have the means and arc 
willing to pay for comforts and lux- 
uries. For inatance, take the roads of 
California, with their layers of dust in 
summer—and occasionally. as this 
year, in winter. Good progress has 
been made in some sections with the 
ofling of these roads. The movement 
should be “made unanimous.” Crude 
petroleum is comparatively inexpen- 
tive here. When scientifically applied 
it has been shown that it makes 4 
first-class roadbed, the surface, after 
three annual applications, becoming 
almost as good as asphalt. Why, then, 
should we hesitate about extending 
this system, only for the benefit of 
our visitors, t for our own comfort? 

Again, there is the Auestion of mak- 
ing the mountains more accessible. 
The mountain ranges of Southern 
California are hard to reach, especially 
by those who-are not over-robust, as 
is the case with bo many of our vis- 
iters. A unique move in this direction 
was the construction of the Mt. Lowe 


from the valleys to the region of eter- 


of dollars. the latter part of which 
will be in the shape of an elevator 
shaft, cut through the solid granite to 
the summit of the There are 
also a few good roads and trails, such 
for instance, as those which lead up 
to Wilson's Peak. to Squirrel Inn, in 
the San Bernardino Mountains, and to 
Strawberry Valley. a milé above the 
sea. on Mi. San Jacinto, but there are 
improvements to be made in these be- 
fore they are likely te be patronized 
by thousand-+. instead of hundreds as 
at present. There should be half-way 
houses, and resting places, on these 
roads and tralls, so that those who 
wish may break their journey, either 
for a few hours or for a day. Theft 
there are many other picturesque 
mountain regions between Santa Bar- 
bara and the Mexican line, now com- 
paratively unknown even to our own 
people, that would attract crowds of 
visitors if they were only made more 
easily accessibie, and good accommo- 
dations furnished. An interesting step 
in this direction, near home, is the 
approaching construction of a short 
ineTine railroad to the summit of 
Griffith Peak, just outside the city 
limite. It will doubtless prove a prof- 
itable enterprise. 

Again, for a city of 150.000 people, 
there are very few resorts within easy 
reach of town, to which a visitor may 
drive with his family, to spend a few 
hours. and find at the end of the trip 
an attractive place to rest and refresh 
himeclf. Around any town of one- 
tenth the size of Los Angeles on the 
continent of Europe there may be 
found a score of places, frequented by 
citizens “on horse, on foot and tn car- 
riages.’ where, in a shady garden, 
daintily cooked and served refresh- 
ments, both solid and liquid, may be 
obtained, with perhaps a little music 
“on the side,” on Sundays and holt- 
days. Here, it seems as if we can have 
no medium between a temperance cof- 
fee howse and « “road house,” which 
is only another;name for a house of 
repute, frequented by rowdles. 

Many other ideas will suggest them- 
selves to any intelligent person who 
gives this question serious thought. 
Let us begin to cultivate the tourist 
crop. It is not to be sneesed at. 


IBILITIES FOR SAN PEDRO. 


With the approaching completion 
of the big breakwater at San Pedro, 
the possibilities of that place as a port 
for deep-water vessels begin to loom 
up more impressively on the horizon. 
Already it is announced thet four 
ocean-going veesele from Europe are 
on their way to San Pedro, where a4 
big deep-water vessel was recently 
aischarged at the wharves inthe 
short space of eight days. As to the 
local commerce of the port, it Is al- 
ready very important, as may be seen 
from the statement that the lamber 
receipts at San Pedro for 1903 
amounted to over 350,000,000 feet, 

T Los Angeles Chamber of ‘om- 
merce is urging upon Congress the 
desirability of putting the appropria- 
tions for the Improvement of the Inner 
harbor on the contin e-contract 
plan, which would serve to expedite 
the work. Congress hae learned to ap- 
precinte the importance of San Pedro 
as a first-class harbor since the days 
when the late Collis P. Huntington en- 
deavored to make them think other- 
wise, and we may reasonably hope 
that the reasonable request of our 
Thamber of Commerce will be granted. 

Meantime there are other improve- 
ments, of a public kind, that may be 
expected to follow the transformation 
of San Pedro Harbor into one of the 
best ports of refuge in the world. The 
question of fortifying such an exceed- 
ingly tmportart port of entry must 
naturally come to the front. Indeed,

As might be expected, there has been 
a loud protest in the press of San 
Francisco against the proposed re- 
moval of the training station from 
Goat Island. One paper, however, the 
Call, points out that Goat Island is of 
far more importance to San Francisco 
for commercial purposes than for use| 
as @ naval training school, to which it 
is for many reasons adapted, tnere 
being scarcely any level land on the 
island, while the waters outside of the 
bay are usually too rough for exer- 
cising. Should the isiand be aban- 
doned by the government, it would be 
possible to carry out the long-talked- 
of plan of running cars from the 
mainland as far as Goat Island, thus 
chortening the water transit across 
the bay. Already [the three-mile wharf 
of the Santa F* Company. the longest 
in the world, extends across the bay 
in the direction of the island. 

Shoul4 the training school be re- 
moved to’ the southern part of the 
State, San Pedro ought certainly be 
able to put up a strong showing in 
favor of its location there. 


D ADULTERATION. 

As already noted in The Times, 
the advocates of pure-food legisiation 
won a signal victory, when the House, 
by a rising vote of 201 to 68, passed 
the Hepburn Pure Food Bill, after 
two days of spirited debate, In which 
the representatives of food frauds and 
food adulterators generally assaulted 
it at every point. It now remains to 
be seen whether the enemies of pure- 
food legislation wil! be able to defeat 
the measure in the Senate. The urgent 
necessity for some legislation that will 
protect the public from adulterated 
food« and drinks is strikingly shown 
in a bulletin recently issued by the 
Government -Agricultural Experiment 
Station of North Dakota, which State 
is among the few States of the Union 
possessing a good anti-adulteration law, 
This bulletin. shows, among other 
things, the almost universal use of such 
injurious preservatives as boracic acid, 
salicylic acid, and formaldehyde in 
foods of all kinds. Formaldehyde was 
found, in conelderable quantities, in 
milk. in mince meat, in canned peas 
and beans, in preserved strawberries, 
and in many other food products. In 
one case the amount of formaldehyde 
wae so large that in making the test 
the fumes given off brought teara, to 
the eyes of the chemist, and the odor 
was readily detected by other chemists 
fully fifteen feet away. Imagine the 
deleterious effect of such a compound, 
especially when taken into the delicate 
stomachs of young children, or even 
infants, whe are often brought up on 
cow's milk. 

The packers of these goods almost 
invariably maintain that they are tn- 
nocent of using preservatives in their 
products. Yet, the experienced chem- 
iste—who make these analyses—not 
one, but several in each case--as firmly 
maintain that the Injurious drugs are 
there. For that they are injurious, ‘if 
constimed regularly, even tn small 
quantities, does not admit of the slight. 
est doubt, nor does it require the serv- 
ices of a band of Agricultura!) Depart- 
ment employés to determine this fact. 
As The Times has said, any student of 
hygiene who has passed the kindergar- 
ten stage knows that anything which 
fends to retard the decay of food out- 
side the stomach must ineViably in- 
terfere with the digestion of that food 
within the stomach.

UR PARKS ARE INVIOLATE. 


Those well-meaning people who are 
urging the voting of bonds by the city 
t+ erect public library building in 
Central Park would do well to read 
over the provisiona of the city charter 
relating to the use of parks for other 
than park purposes. By 60 doing they 
will discover that the 
mental law expressly forbids any such 
use of the city’s parks. The language 
of the charter (Article XII, sectior 
113,) is as follows: 

“All lands and real property located 
in the city of Los Angeles which have 
been heretofore, or which he 
hereafter, set ‘apart or dedicated for 
the use of the public as a public park 
or parks, shall forever remain to the 
use of the public as such park or 
parks, inviolate; and no part of said 
lunds or real property ehall ever be 
ueed or occupied for any other pur- 

This language is so clear that there 
is no mistaking ‘s purport. The pro- 
vision is a wiee one: for, as the Park 
Commissioners have recently pointed 
out, if once the use of the parks or any 
part of them were permitted for other 
than park purposes, there is no telling 
where such perversion of use would 
stop. The city parks are, and they 
should forever remain, inviolate. 

Aside from the inhibition contained 
in the city charter, as above quoted, it 
ie more then doutbful if Central Park 
could legally be used for a public li- 
brary site. The land was dedicated to 
the city for park purposes, and the 
terme of dedication, as The Times un- 
derstande the matter, provide that if 
the land should be used for other than 
park purposes the title shall revert to 
the former owners—the persons dedi- 
cating it. Under these conditions the 
elty could not use the park as a library 
site, if it would; and it should not if 
it could. 

There is considerable talk about can- 
celing the storm-drain bonds fauthor- 
ized by vote of the taxpayers at the 
same time the outfall sewer bonds were 
voted, but not yet sold,) and submitting 
to the people a proposition to issue 
the amount of $880,000 for 


bonds to 
building a public library. hardly 
seems credible that this proposition 


can be put forward seriously. If the 
eity cannot afford to build ha ll- 
brary and storm-drains prob- 
ably cannot afford both at this time,) 
by all means let the storm-drains be 
constructed. They are seriously needed 
to take care of the storm-water which 
floods the lower portions of the city 
with every considerable rain, doing 
hundreds and thousands of dollars 
damage every winter that is normally 
wet. As between library and storm- 
drain bonds, there should not be «4 
moment's hesitancy in deciding in fa- 
vor of the latfer. 

A public library building is needed, 
it is true. Tt ts doubtful, however, 
whether the taxpayers of the city 
wonld wote bonds for the purpose at 
this time, when the city Is so close to 
the limit of bonded indebtedness al- 
lowed by law. The crowded condition 
of the City Halt could certainiy be re- 
lieved in some other way than by in- 
curring the heavy expense ofa new 
library building at the present time. 


There are great demonstrations of pa- 
triotism in St. Petersourg these days 
which resemble the outburst of that 
spirit in this country at the Inception 
of and during the course of the war 
with Spain.

San Francisco—Citizens’ Alliance Gaining Ground. 


LEADERS SCARED. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT } 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—With 
all their bluster and brag about 
what they were going to do to the 
Citizens’ Alliance, the labor leaders 
are showing the white feather al- 
| Peady, and the Alliance has not vet 
| made itself known in a public way. 
The last issue of the organ of the 
_Kabor Council has a long article en- 
titled. “Threatened Conflicts With 
| &mployers.” This article is not a 
| devance to the Alliance, nor is it the 
| usual blatant screed denouncing every- 
| thing and everybody that is not union. 
The tone of the article shows that the 
labor leaders are beginning to realize 
that forbearance on the part of hon- 
est citizens has reached its limit, and 
the whole tenor of the editorial is to 
the effect that unless the unions wish 
| to go to the wall they will have to 
change their tactics. 
| The writer of the article realizes 
| that an organization has been formed 
| that means business, not for a day or 
a month, but for all time. and if the 
,labor unions expect to continue in 
, existence they must improve inier- 
nally, and must cut out some of the 
outrageous things thet .have hereto- 
fare been sanctioned 

The work of the Alliance is silent, 
and that is what frightens the cow- 
ardivy leaders of unionism. They do 
not know where lightning is goin« 
to strike, and they cannot understand 
why an organization with such 
strength behind it does not do as 
labor unions do, and brag and bluster. 
It is the silent fight against union 
terrorism that is winning, and when 
the unions see boycotied merchants 
going contentedly about their busi- 
| ness, which seems to grow every day 
_despite the denunciations of the un- 
ions, they begin to fear this enemy 
_whien fights by defense instead of by 
offense. 

TROUBLE BREEDERS MEET. 

That aggregation of trouble breed- 
ers known as the Western Conference 
of Electrical Workers, is again in ses- 
sion. This is the organization which 
induced the linemen of tue telephone 
company to go on a strike some months 
ago. The strike was most disastrous 
ior the linemen, and was brought toa 
close after long suffering on the part 
of the strikers, only because Henry 
Crocker thought {t would be bene- 
ficial to his campaign for Mayor of 
San Francisco. Crocker brought 
about an agreement on the part of the 
company to take back the men at the 
old rate of wages and hours. 

Now the Western Conference is at 


it again. The members of this or- 
ganization are a lot of loafers whu 
are living off the workmen. When- 
ever they want to take a trip they 
call a meeting of the conference in 
whatever city they desire to visit. 
and then the funds of the association 
pay the bills. It is a cheap and easy 


unions do not seem 


to learn anything by the past, and now 
there seems to be more trouble brew- 
ing for the members of the affliated 
unions. 

The only result of the present n.eet- 
ing. as it appears on the surface, is 
a feeling, of discontent on the part 
of the gas workers. These men are 
making demands for more wages and 
less hours, notwithstanding the fact 
that they now get from 25 to 50 per 
cent. higher wages than are given to 
their fellows in any other city in the 
wnion. They demand better hours, 
yet they are now working less than 
similar unions elsewhere. 

The San Francisco Gas and Electric 
Company has denied the demands of 
the union, and there is every pros- 
pect of a strike which may cause in-. 
convenience to the consumers of gas. 
Of course ‘It will be the consumers 
who will suffer. The company will 
resist the demands, and employ nun- 
union men, and then will follow the 
usual fight which will end in the men 
crawling back to another “Union vic- 
tory.” But the Westera Conference 
must do something to earn its wages, 
and the only way it can keep to the 
front is by making the men beileve 
something is being done. 

DYNAMITERS AT WORK. 

That labor unions in San Francisco 
are ready to go to any extreme in 
their fight on a man who opposes them 
is shown by the fact that four dyna- 
mite bombs were found at Johnaous 
restaurant last Sunday morning. 
Crime is the weapon of the men who 
dominate unionism, and while the 
leaders profess to be the purest and 
best of citizens, it remains a fact that 
when al! other means fall crime is re- 
sorted to to bring the opponent of un- 
ion-labor methods to a realizing sense 
of bis offense. 

The four bombs found were of the 
regulation kind—gas pipe and fuse. 
They had been placed where they would 
wreck the front and back of the build- 
ing. and apparently the only thing 


= but the members of the various crime committed by union men.

excuses and reasons for outrages 
which are committed by members of 
the unions.

It was so during the big 
strike three years Ago, when con- 
spiracies were concocted in the regu- 
jar meetings of the unions, and carried 
com mis-

How One of Her Soothing 
Censers ts Made. 


Deft-Fingered Egyptian Ew- 


Makes Txo Thousand Smokes 
a Day on Spring Street. 


If you ase a slave to My Lady Nico- 
tine, and are soothed by the incense 
she wafts from the slim, white, flat 
censer known as an Egyptian cigar- 
ette, you will be interested in know- 
ing how these smokes are manufac- 
tured by the deft hands of some biack- 
eyed Egyptian. 

One of them is at work on Spring 
street, behind his little counter 
the corner. He is surrounded all dav 
long by a curious crowd, but if you 
bide your time you can reach a van- 
tage point from which you can see 
him working. 
He is an Egyptian, dres#ed in native 
costume. He has been working in New 
York, but crossed the continent to 
make cigarettes for one of the large 
Lo@ Angeles tobacco houses. and is 
now showing the public how it's done. 
He sits at a bench elbow high. In 
front of him is a pile of fragrant Turk- 
ish tobacco. At his hand, pasted on 
one edge of the bench, is a roll of. 
ofied or waxed paper. It is four or 
five Inches broad when unrolled, and 
perhaps six inches long. It Is so cut 
on one end that when it is rolled that 
end forms a sharp-pointed funnel, the 
use of which becomes obvious as you 
watch the process of making a cigar- 
ette. 
His other tools are hundreds of 
white papers, gilt-stamped with the 
firms’ trade-mark, pasted and cut to 
size—in fact, an Egyptian cigarette 
with the tobacco all out; also he has 
a trument like a blunt chisel;

PROMINENT ORIENTAL TALKS 
AGAINST THE CZAR.

President of Japanese Steamship 
Line Declares That His Country 
Would be Willing to Lose Her 
Navy in Order to Destroy Russian 
Fieets.

WASHINGTON, Feb. &—Armed 
Russia is a menace to the peace of the 
Orient, just as Napoleon was a “con 


tinual menace to the peace of Eu- 
rope." 

This statement, made by Soichire 
‘Asano, president of the Japanese 


Steamship Company, owning the three 
vessels, Hongkong Maru, American 
Maru and Nippon Maru, recently ac- 


quired by the Japanese War Office. beet |

And this significant action on the 
part of the War Office recalls an in- 
teresting afternoon spene at th> pula- 
tial residence of Mr. Asano, at Shina- 
Sawa, one of the suburbs of Tokio. 

I first met Mr. Asano in his office in 
Tokio, in company with his son-in- 

Ww, Sir. Shirashi, where we discussed 
the commercial relations between the 
United States and Japan, so far ar 
they applied to the carrying trade of 
the Pacific. This meeting with Mr. 
Asano resulted in the establishment 
of such friendly relations that he

where I proposed to be gone some two 
or three months, hence my visit to his 
houte ‘ast October. 

_ The subject uppermost at that time 
in the Japanese mind was the pending 
strained relations with Russia. and !n 
the course of our conversation § the 
position occupied by the younger ele- 
ment and more progressive spirit im 
the Japanese national life, was very 
‘strongly championed by both Mr. 
Afano and Mr. Shirashi. While seated 
at a many-course home dinner, these 
lwo gentiemen put aside the natural 
ortental reserve and talked very freely 
and forcibly upon the subject that lay 
nearest the Japanese heart, the defense 
against Kuselan aggression. To fully 
understand and the Jap- 
anese, it must be rne in mind that 
they are always loath to say anything 
that will in any way hurt the feelings 
of a friend or a guest, and for that 
reason ft is difficult to learn thetr rea! 
thoughts. It is owing to this fact that 

Americans, in particular, Gnd it dimfi- 
eult In dealing with the Japanese, the 
Japanese concealing ‘from them their 
wants, from a national standpoint, 
fearing that they may say fomething 
that may be considered impclite, or 
‘that will hurt the Americans’ feelings. 
On thie occasion America was but 
slightiy mentioned and when she was 
the relations between the two coun- 
‘tries were frankly stated.

“But can Japan alone cope with Rus- 
sia?’ I asked. 

With a smile, he answered: “That 
remains ta be seen. For myseif I ad- 
vocate war with Russia; not war over 
Manchuria, or over Korea, but war for 
the disarming of Russia. Japan is not 
as.poor as people imagine. She has nut 
been taxed to her full capacity, and if 
Japan were sure that she could destroy 
the Weets and armament of Russia. 
even by the sacrifice of her own fleets 
and army, it would be cheaper for her 
te do so than to continue the ever- 
increasing investment in the  battle- 
ships, fortifications and armament 
necessary to keep peace with the in- 
creasing armies and navies of Rus- 
sia. We would be willing to lose prac- 
tically all of our navy if we could 
succeed in destroying the navy and 
fortifications of Russia.” 

I] asked him then about the friend- 
ship exisiing betwen England and Ja- 

mn and what Japan might’ ask of 
er in ease of war. His reply 

Was that they asked nothing of Eng- 
land nor the United States. nor any 
other country, during the pr -secution 
of war, if war must come, but if Ja- 

nm was suceersful, and d:s:iimed Rua- 
igia in the Orient, hoped thar Englang 
land the United States would join her 
in refusing to allow Russia Ww again 
Majntain her fortifications and navies 
on the borders of China. “Why,” said 
he, “even France and Germany should 
be willing to join in preventing Rus- 
ia from again disturbing the peace of 
the Urient, because as time gues by, 
urniess checked, Russia's armies 
navy on the borders of China will be 
GO great that it will be impoasible for 
the combined influence of all the Ku- 
ropean countries, the United States and 
Japan to prevent her from taking poe- 
session of China.” 

] then asked him why Japan was so 
Much interested in Russia's occupation 
of Manchuria. He said that they had 
no feeling except that in taking Man- 
churia Russia would take Korea, and 
‘by using Korea as a base of supplies, 
Japan would lie practically at the mer- 
cy of Russia, because Korea in the 
hands of an enemy would practically 
separate the Island Empire inte two 

ris. Japan, he said. is fighting for 

r life, and if she strikes at all she 
should strike now. It is evident that 
the opinion of the younger nobles, or 
younger element has had great weight 
‘with the government, because Mr. 
‘Asano assured me that the ships of his 
company would not be taken by the 
Japanese War Office unless war was 
wnevoidable. It ta also evident thai 
Japan must have-some assurance from 
Engiend, and perhaps some of the 
other continental powers that if she 
eucceeds in breaking Russia's power in 
Korea and Manchuria. they will join 
her in preventing Russia from again 
Suilding up her militery§ establish- 
ments in thore countries. 

For an hour or more these gentle- 
men discussed the dangers of the 
Griental situation until coffee and cig- 
@rettes were served, which turned us 
from the subject of war to that of 
peace and we touchéd upon the com- 
mercial relations between the United 
States and Japan. Here an animated 
little conversation took place in Japa. 
nese between Mr. Asano and Mr. Shi- 
rashi, which Mr. Shirashi laughingly 
explained to me by saying that he in- 
tended to tell me, much against Mr. 
Agano's wishes, some of the causes 
which might.lead to friction between 
the United States and Japan. He first 
called attention to the action of the 
United States which confined the trade 
of the Philippine Islands between the 
Philippines, Hawali and the 
the United States to Amer- 

vessele. He said this was 
resented by all the Japanese merchants 
as well as the shipping interests tn 
Japan, for the reason that under the 
treaty, which expires in 1908, the United 
States vessels have the right to trade 
between the treaty ports of Yokohama, 
Kobe and Nagasaki. He called my at- 
tention to the fact that In the Interna- 
tional Commercial Congress held in 
Philiadeiphia in 1899, the Japanese del.

low the Japanese to participate in this 
trade, when 1908 comes, Japan will un- 
doubtedly refuse to allow American 
vessels to participate in the Japanese 
coastwise trade. This would place the 
American ships at a disadvantage and 
naturally the silk and tea trade be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
would go to the Canadian Pacific line. 
which could still enjoy the coastwise 
privileges of Japan, particularly as 
Australia proposes reciprocal coast wise 
trade privileges with Japan. 

How would the United States regard 
the passage ef strict coastwise laws 
in Japan, he asked me? Would it be 
looked upon as a friendly act? I had 
to answer that it would not be con- 
sidered a friendly act. 

And yet, he said, this is what you 
have done to us. Supposing, he said, 
that Japan. in consideration of Eng- 
land's endship to Japan, granted 
English ships special exemption in the 
coast w ise ws, could the United 
States object, especially when it is re- 
ciprocal between Australia and Japan? 


I answered by saying that while the 
United States could not look upon it 
with favor, they would certainly be 


estopped from criticising such an act. 

Angther cauge of friction, he stated, 
was the manner in which the enforce- 
ment of our immigration laws was 
carried out tn reference to first-class 
passengers in transit through 
United States, and he asked me what 
the United States would say if Japan 
requested the privilege of establish- 
ing In the United States the same 
Japanese quarantine regulations that 
the United States has in Japan, par- 
ticularly, he added, as our quarantine 
is far more strict than your own. 

I could but reply that the United 
States would either have to grant Ja- 
pan's request or remove her own offi- 
Clais from Japan. 

He then laughed and remarked that 
one of the causes of the irritation to 
the Japanese was the fact that so 
many of the officials of the United 
States place the educated Japanese 
gentieman in the same class with the 
Chinese coolie, and added that he only 
made this statement tn order that I 
might see that the Japanese people 
were thinking about these questions. 

Some days afterward I ran acroas 
some editorials in the Japanese papers 
pertinent to this discussion. In a lonk 
article on the coasting trade of the 
United States, the Jijfi Shimipo «nid: 

“Although the international connec- 
tion hetween the United States and 
Japan was organized tn a peculiarly 
friendly relation, and’ is still continu- 
ing #0, the recent development of the 
Pacific trade causes their mutual in- 
terest to often interfere. Now that the 
I'nited States is going to apply to her 
new insular posgessions the coasting 
laws originally enacted. to govern the 
trade hetween perts in the United 
States proper, it largely affects the 
interests of Japan to strongly sug - 
gest her friendship with a view to a 
reconsideration of the subject in the 
Interest of Japan. It is not exagger- 
ating to gay the Japanese steamship 
companies will lose 30 per cent. of their 
total business by the extension of thia 


law to the Philippines. Needless to 
Fay, any nations are at liberty te en- 
act any laws or enforce them in their

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MODERN WARFARE. 

HE war that has broken out in the Orient promises 
} to be one of ‘he most important and interesting con- 

tests that has been waged since Trance and Germany 
came to blows, a third of a century ago. I! may also 
prove to be far-reaching in i's effects, for a war of this 
kind is like a conflagration in a big ci*y—you can never 
tell how far it is likely to spread. 

Regarded superficially, it certainly looks like a piece of 
tremendous impudence for a little country like Japan 
to throw down the gauntict to the largest country in the 
world—some'thing like a toy terrier tackling a wild bull. 
The difference in the size of the two countries may be 
betier realized from a few figures. Russia has an area of 
8,657,292 square miles. This includes only tusopean and 
Asiatic Russia, wi h Siberia, and does not iiclude the large 
areas in Centra! Asia over which Russia practically exer- 
cises compiete control. This area is equivalent to one- 
sixth of the land area of the globe. H is two and a half 
times as large as the United States. On the o'her hand, 
the area of Japan is only 147,697 square m.jes—iess than 
the area of California. 

It is, however, mot always safe to judge by ‘he relative 
size of two contestants, as history has frequently taught us, 
since the days when littie David slew the giant Goliath. And 
then, Japon is more of a bulldog than a terrier. The 
Japs are born fighters, fearless to a degree. They are 
also thoroughly well organized, and drilled, and armed, 
and—more important tham all else—are inspired with 
grea’ patriotic fervor, which is to a great degree lacking 
among the solid Russians. 

One result of the present contest will, undoubtediy, 
be to open the eyes of the world as to how terrible are 
tie perfected modern engine, of destruction. At Port 
Arthur, in the space of a few minu'es, three big Russian 
vessels, built at an expenditure of millions of dollars, 
were crippied, and if not run on shore would doubtless 
have sunk, with their crews. This leads to the suggestion 
that the inventor of these awful death-dealing contrivances 
is really a gercat agent for the abolition of warfare. When, 
by merely pressing a button, a great battleship with five 
hundred or more living beings on board, may be sent to 
the bo%om, men will certainly begin to hesitate before 
they subject themselves to almost certain destruction. Un- 
der such conditions, for a person to sacrifice bis life par- 
fakes more of folly than of patriotism.: Torpedoes and 
Other deeth-dealing devices will do more to bring about

E are accustomed to think of Japan as a very 

W smail country and the Japanese as very small 

persons, and the mind receives a certain shock 
at the idea of such iittle country and 
people being pitted in war . against Russia 
and the Russians, the giant country and people 
of the East. Yet Japan is not so diminutive after 
all. Us- area is estimated at about one and one-fourth 
that of the United Kingdom of Great Britain; and its in- 
habitants number more than 42,000,000. As a commercial 
and industrial power, it has only sprung into prominence 
in the last decade; but it has behind it a history which, for 
vrenuous and violent events, rivals that of many of the 
great Luropean nations. 

Up to the beginning of the sixth century (of our era) 
the history of the country is purely mythical. Only with 
the introduction of Buddhism at that time do we get any 
trustworthy historical data. The Japanese themselves are 
fond of dating their history from. the accession of the Em- 
peror—immu, in the year 660 B. C., and, as religion and 
patriotism are very intimately associated in Japan, it is 
dangerous for native scholars to attempt to-challenge this 
customary belief in the nation’s antiquily. The mythical 
period of Japanese history is set forth in the volume known 
as the Kojiki, and the method generally adopted by the 
modern native historians is to reject what is miraculous in 
these legends and accept the remainder as historical fact, a 
method which does not altogether convince and satisfy 
the western mind.

Mistake by Solicitor Tor Baptist 


Church 
Due to Ignorance—Wil!l Not Bother 
Merchants Any More. 


Strong preseure was brought to bear 
yesterday upon Secretary Zeehande- 
laar of the Merchants’ & Manufactu- 
rere’ Association to Induce him to 
withdraw the ban he had placed upon 
the Bakersfield solicitor who attempted 
to collect money from -local wholesale 
merchants for a Bakersfield church, 
but the secretary refused to make any 
concession. A rule of the Merchants’ 
& Manufacturers’ Association requires 
that solicitors for any and all such ob- | 
jects shall first obtain an tndorsement 
from the secretary before asking for 


funds, the object being to protect busi- 
= men_ from the constant and un- 
endurable attacks made upon _ their 
purses by outsiders. The Bakersfield 
man went to work without this in- 
dorsement and was brought up with 
a round turn. Said Secretary Zee- 
handelaar last evening: 

“I stand just where I stood In the 
first plave, and see no reason for re- 
ceding from my position. This man 
demanded that I give him an indorse- 
ment, and I refused on the ground 
that business men here have demands 
enough made upon them without be- 
ing pestered by a solicitor from Bak- 
ersfield. Thereupon the ‘nan declared 
that the Bakersfield trade with Los 
Angeles would be diverted to San 
Francisco unless the wholesalers here 
should comply with his demands—and 
that threat was enough to confirm me 
in my position. I have had all sorts 
of appeals made to me today to back 
down, but the more I look into it the 
‘better eatisfied I am that I am rieht 


On the other hand leading Baptiet 
brethren In Los Angeles saw that the 
contretemps is due to a misunder- 
standing all round. They say that the 
solicitor is a Baptist minister of good 
standing and came here without in- 
tending to appeal to business men 
other than Baptists. They declare 
that he violated the rule of the Mer- 
chants’ & Manufacturers’ Assoviation 
unintentionally, only calling on a few 
merchants to whom he had been com- 
mended by a Bakersfield business man. 
The solicitor himeelf states that he 
never told Secretary Zechandelaar or 
anybody else that the trade of Bakers- 
field with Los Angeles would be di- 
verted unless he should get subscrip- 
tions here: but certain it is that he did 
make such threats—foolish threatse—to 
a Times representative on Friday. 

D. K. Edwards and other prominent 
Baptiste insist that it is not right ‘to 
Classify the man as a “faker” or 
“grafter’’ or anything of the sort; that 
he is laboring conscientious! for a 
g00d cause, though they admit he made 
a Mistake.

NOVEL CEREMONIES AT NEW 
CELEBRATION IN THIBET. 


From the Pali Mall Gazeite. 


: 
HERE is surely nothing in the whole world more fan. 
T tastic than the fete of the Butter God with which the 
Thibetans inaugurate the year. Several of my mis. 
sionary friends who are intimately familiar with outer 
Thibet have been amazed at the grotesque ceremonic: 
which characterize this observance. The great hermit 
land is so homogeneous in its religious system that such a 
festival as this is universal, and it is just as much an occa- 
sion of sanctity at Ourga and other cities in Mongolia, 
uhere Buddhism of the Thibetan ‘ype is the supreme cull, 
and where great settlements of lamas have for many cen- 
turies been estabtished. At Ourga reigns a “Living Bud- 
dha.” who competes as a Buddhist Pope with the Dalai 
Lama at Lhassa in the claim to paramountcy. Here also 
the Butter God Fete has an important center, while th, 
remarkable celebration is the chief incident of the «hole 
year in all the great regions on the borderland of western 
China and northern India influenced by Thibe'tan ideas. 


The Thibetan New Year is regulated by the lunar reck- 
oning, and the great celebration Commences on the 15% 
day of the first moon. tach of the holiest lamaserie, 
throughout the country is on tha! day the scene of singular 
popular demonstrations. Those pecuitar black tents wich 
are so familiar everywhere in Thibet, Mongolia, and tur- 
kestan are by the time the eventful morning dawns, 
thickly dotted about ‘he slopes of the hills round — the 
shrine. The picturesque aspect is wonderfully enhanced 
by the gleaming white Chinese pavilions pitched here and 
there by astute Chinese merchants, who well know what 
a fine chance they will now secure for profitable huckster- 
ing with tea bricks, cloth shoes, silks, .caske's of magica! 
charms, quaint pictures of Buddha, little images of that 
Tsong K'aba who was the Luther of Thibetan Buddhism in 
the Middle Ages, needies, pins, cutlery, incense sticks, 
thread, colored beads, pre'ty little shallow brass basins, and 
many other wares. 

The idol which forms the great a'traction is, perhaps, the 
most curious ever heard of in ali the pan’heon of poly- 
theism. How very far from the pure cult of Sakiya “Muni 
lsibetan Buddhism has drifted is vividly demonstrated by 
this adoration of the butter deity alone. It mus! be reco!- 
lected that butter is the s‘aff of life among many Mon- 
goiian races. No article of diet ts so higtty prized. The 
staple solid food is the famous “bamba,” maaulac'ured 
from parched barley, which is pounded into a Coarse meal, 
kneaded with the fingers in a mixture of tea and butler, 
and then taken in lumps and eaten from the hand. Tints 
butter enters into this as into every dictetic Commodity.

unload the yak, pitch their tent, and at once begin 4o 
perform that ceremony which is invariably observed when- 
ever a Caravan anywhere stops. Tea 's boiled and all squat 
round the fire. One of the party flings a small lump of 
butter into the tea, takes the ladle, dips up a portion of 
ihe decoction, and flings it towards the sky, while all take 
off their hats and toliow the man who performed ‘he rite 
in a petition inviting the god to whom the tea is offered 
to come and drink it, and begging his care and protection. 
The early Thibetan breakfast is exceedingly simple, for i' 
consists merely of tea poured into a basin on a piece of 
butter. This is imbibed in very large quantities, for noh- 
ing clse is taken till after 10 in the morning, no matter 
flow carly the day may begin in work or travet. 


In the greates! and holiest lamaseries, especially in the 
Golden Tiled Temple consecrated to the honor of Tsong 
Kaba, the New Year's image of the butter deity is of im- 
posing dimensions. In front of the great gilded image of! 
is constructed, speciaily- for the occasion, 
as January approaches, a long altar. On this are placed 
scores of butter lamps of different sizes, and also many 
hoiy-water vessels. Worshipers crowd in to bow before 
the gi'tering mage, on which the blazing iamps fling thei: 
giaqw. OF course, in the outer cour, through whiah the pil- 
grims have to pass before entering the Golden Tiled 
Temple, are many of the usual lit'!!e shrines, each with its 
row of prayer wheels constantly révolving, for every one 
who approaches gives the cylinders a esh spin, in order 
lo secure cumulative merit as ‘he printed prayers within 
move round. -Bul up to this point scene is simply 
such as may be witnessed on any day of the year. The 
New Year's festival includes the addition of homage to 
‘he butter deity as well as the cult of the local shrine. 
This special image is a giant butter effigy of Buddha, 
shaped with marvelous artistic skill. Vi no! less than 
twenty feet in height, and staqads in a temporary pavilion 
made of wooden uprights and embroidered satin hangings 
for walls, on which are dépicted the various! transmigra- 
tions of Sakiva Muni before his final incarnation, by which 
he at length became the ereat Buddha.

To fully 
understand and the Jap- 
anese, it must be rne in mind that 
‘they are always loath to say anythirg 
that will in any way hurt the feelings 
of a friend or a guest, and for that 
reason {it is difficult to learn thetr rea! 
thoughts. It is owing to this fact that 
-Americans, in particular, Gnd it dif fi- 
‘cult In dealing with the Japanese, the 
Japanese concealing from them their 
wants, from a national standpoint, 
fearing that they may say something 
that may be considered impoclite, or 
‘that will hurt the Americans’ feelings. 
‘On this occasion America was but 
slightly mentioned and when she was 
the relations between the two coun- 
‘tries were frankly stated. I asked Mr. 
“Aeano what the position of the s0- 
called younger element of Japan was 
toward Russia, and why such hostil- 
ity was shown, and hie answer was 
the above striking statement that 
armed Russia menaced the peace of 
the Orient, just as the first Napoleon 
‘was a continual menace to the peace 
of all Burope. 

“But can Japan alone cope with Rus- 
pia?’ I asked. 

With a smile, he answered: “That 
femains ta be seen. For myself I ad- 
‘yocate war with Russia; not war over 
‘Manchuria, or over Korea, but war for 
the disarming of Russia. Japan is not 
as.poor as people imagine. She has nvt 
been taxed to her full capacity, and if 
Japan were sure that she could destroy 
the fleets and armament of Russia, 
‘even by the sacrifice of her own fleets 
and army, it would be cheaper for her 
to do so than to continue the ever- 
increasing investment in the  battle- 
ships, fortifications and armament 
necessary to keep peace with the in- 
creasing armies and navies of Rus- 
sia. We would be willing to lose prac- 
tically all of our navy if we could 
succeed in destroying the navy and 
fortifications of Russis.” 

I] asked him then about the friend- 
ship existing betwen Englend and Ja- 
‘pan and what Japan might ask of 
England in case of war. His reply 
Was that they asked nothing of Eng- 
land nor the United States, nor any 
ether country. during prosecution 
of war, if war must come, but if Ja- 
pan was successful, and ais Rua- 
igia in the Orient, hoped thar Englang 
iand the United States would join her 
fin refusing to allow Russia to again 
majntain her fortifications and navies 
on the borders of China. “Why,” said 
he, “even France and Germany should 
be willing to join In 
‘gia from again disturbing the pea « of 
the Orient, because as time gues by, 
uniess checked, CRussta’'s armies ai 1 
navy on the bord@rs of China will be 
eo great that it will be impoasible for 
the combined itnfluénce of all the Eu- 
Topean countries, the United States and 
Japan to prevent her from taking pos- 
gestion of China.” 

] then asked him why Japan was so 
much interested in Russia's occupation 
of Manchuria. He said that they had 
no feeling except that in taking Man- 
churia Russia would take Korea, and 
by using Korea as a base of supplies, 
Japan would lie practically at the mer- 
‘cy of Russia, because Korea in the 
hands of an enemy would practically 
separate the Island Empire into two 

. Japan, he eaid, is fighting for 
cor life, and if she strikes at all she 
should strike now. It is evident that 
the opinion of the younger nobles, or 
‘younger element has had great weight 
with the government, because Mr. 
‘Asano assured me that the ships of his 
company would not be taken try the 
Japanese War Office unless war was 
unevoidable. It is also evident that 
Japan must have some assurance from 
Engiend, and perhaps some of the 
other continental powers that if she 
eucceeds in breaking Russia's power in 
‘Korea and Manchuria. they will join 
‘her in preventing Russia from again 
building up her military establish- 
ments in those countries. 

For an hour or more these gentle- 
men discussed the dangers of the 
oriental situation until coffee and cige- 
@rettes were served, which turned us 
from the subject of war to that of 
‘peace and we touched upon the com- 
mercial relations between the United 
States and Japan. Here an animated 
little conversation took place in Japa- 
nese between Mr. Asano and Mr. Shi- 
rashi, which Mr. Shirashi laughingly 


- explained to me by saying that he tn- 


tended to tell me, much against Mr. 
Asano’s wishes, some of the causes 
which might lead to friction between 
the United States and Japan. He first 
called attention to the action of the 
Tinited States which confined the trade 
of the Philippine Islands between the 
Philippines, Hawali and the mainland 
of the United States to Amer- 
vessele. Fle aaid this was 
resented by all the Japanese merchants 
as well as the shipping iInteresta In 
Japan, for the reason that under the 
treaty, which expires in 1908, the United 
States vessels have the right to trade 
between the treaty ports of Yokohama, 
Kobe and Nagasaki. He called my at- 
tention to the fact that tn the Interna- 
tional Commercial Congress held in 
Philadelphia in 1899, the Japanese del- 
egates protested against this action 
on the part of the United States.

How would the United States regard 
the passage of strict coastwise laws 
in Japan, he asked me’? Would it be 
looked upon as a friendly act? I had 
to answer that it would not be con- 
sidered a friendly act. 

And yet, he sald, this is what you 
have done to us. Supposing, he said, 
that Japan. in consideration of Eng- 
land's endship to Japan, granted 
English ships special exemption in the 
coastwise laws, could the United 
States object, especially when it ts re- 
ciprocal between Australia and Japan? 
I answered by saying that while the 
United States could not look upon it 
with favor, they would certainly be 
estopped from criticising such an act. 

Angther cauge of friction, he stated, 
was the manner in which the enforce- 
ment of our immigration laws was 
carried out in reference to first-class 
passengers in transit through the 
United States, and he asked me what 
the United States would say if Japan 
requested the privilege of establish- 
ing in the United States the same 
Japanese quarantine regulations that 
the United States has in Japan, par- 
ticularly, he added, as our quarantine 
is far more strict than your own. 

I could but replv that the United 
States would cither have to grant Ja- 
pan'’s request or remove her own offi- 
clalg.from Japan. 

He then laughed and remarked that 
one of the causes of the Irritation to 
the Japanese was the fact that so 
many of the officials of the United 
States place the educated Japanese 
gentierman in the same class with the 
Chinese coolie, and added that he only 
made this statement tn order that I 
might see that the Japanese people 
were thinking about these questions. 

Some cays afterward I ran across 
some editoriala in the Japanese papers 
pertinent to this discussion. In a long 
article on the coasting trade of the 
United States, the Jiji Shitmpo said: 

“Although the international connec- 
tion hetween, the United States and 
Japan was organized tn a pecullarly 
friendly relation, and ts still continu- 
ing so, the recent development of the 
Pacific trade causes their mutual in- 
terest taHiffen interfere. Now that the 
United States is going to apply to her 
new insular possessions the coasting 
lawe originally enacted. to govern the 
trade between ports in the United 
States proper. it largely affecta’ the 
interests of Japan to strongly sug- 
geet her friendship with a view to a 
reconsideration of the subject in the 
Interest of Japan. It is not exagger- 
ating to gay the Japanese steamship 
companies will lose 30 per cent, of thetr 
total business by the extension of this 
law to the Philippines. Needless to 
fay, any nations are at Iiberty to en- 
act any laws or enforce them in their 
territories, but, as in the case of the 
I'nited States, te monopolize a line tn 
the ocean by extending a law original- 
ly enacted for the coast trade of the 
mother country, to her territery thou- 
sands of miles distant, is abeurd in 
view of the international relations. It 
Is quite reasonable to protest strong- 
ly In the protection of our own inter- 
ests.”

Strong pressure was brought to bear 
yesterday upon Secretary Zeehande- 
laar of the Merchants’ & Manufactu- 
rere’ Association to tnduce him to 
withdraw the ban he had placed upon 
the Bakersfield solicitor who attempted 
to collect money fron local wholesale 
merchants for a Bakersfield church, 
but the secretary refused to make any 
concession. A rule of the Merchants’ 
& Manufacturers’ Association requires 
that solicitors for any and all such ob- 
jects shall first obtain an tmdorsement 
from the secretary before asking for 
funds, the object being to protect bust- 
— men from the constant and un- 
endurable attacks made upon _ their 
purses by outsiders. The Bakersfield 
man went to work without this in- 
dorsement and was brought up with 
a round turn. Said Secretary Zee- 
handelaar last evening:

‘even by the sacrifice of her own fleets 
and army, it would be cheaper for her 


to do so than to continue the ever- 


increasing investment in the  battie- 
ships, fortffications ‘and armament 
necessary to keep peace with the in- 
creasing armies and navies of Rus- 
sia. We would be willing to lose prac- 
tically all of our navy if we could 
succeed in destroying the navy and 
fortifications of, Russia.” 

I asked him then about the friend- 
ship existing betwen England and Ja- 

mn and what Japan might ask of 
eae in case of war. His reply 
Was that they asked nothing of Eng- 
land nor the United States, nor any 
other country, during the pr -secution

While seated 
at a Many-course home dinner. these 
lwo gentiemen put aside the natural 
oriental reserve and talked very freely 
and forcibly upon the subject that lay 
trearest the Japanese heart, the defense 
against Russian aggression. To fully 
understand and appreciate the Jap- 
anese, it must be borne in mind that 
they are always loath to say anything 
that will in any way hurt the feelings 
of a friend or a guest, and for that 
reason it is dificult to learn their rea! 
theughts. It is owing to this fact that 
‘Americans, in particular, Gnd it diffi- 
eult In dealing with the Japanese, the 

Japanese concealing from them their 

wants, from a national standpoint, 

fearing that they may say something 
that may be considered impclite, or 
‘that will hurt the Americans’ feelings. 
‘On thie occasion America was but 
slightly mentioned and when she was 
the relations between the two coun- 
‘tries were frankly stated. I asked Mr. 
Asano what the position of the se- 
called younger element of Japan was 
toward Russia, and why such host!!- 
ity was shown, and his answer was 

above striking statement that 
armed Russia menaced the peace of 
the Orient, just as the first Napoleon 
.was a continual menace to the peace 
of all Burope. 

“But can Japan alone cope with Rus- 
sia?’ I asked. 

With a emile, he answered: “That 
fTemains to be seen. For myself I ad- 
vyocate war with Russia; not war over 
‘Manchuria, or over Korea, but war for 
the disarming of Russia. Japan is not 
as.poor as people imagine. She has nvt 

been taxed to her full capacity, and if 
Japan were sure that she could destroy 
the feets and armament of Russia, 
‘even by the sacrifice of her own fleets 
and army, it would be cheaper for her 
to do so than to continue the ever- 
increasing investment in the  battle- 
ships, fortifications and armament 
necessary to keep peace with the in- 
creasing armies and navies of Rus- 
sia. We would be willing to lose prac- 
tically all of our navy if we could 
gucceed in destroying the navy and 
fortifications of Russia.” 

I asked him then about the friend- 
ship existing betwen Engjlend and Ja- 

pan and what Japan might ask of 
choad in case of war. His reply 
Was that they asked nuthing of Eng- 
land nor the United States. nor any 
other country, during tt:e prosecution 
of war, if war must come, but if Ja- 

pan was successful, and Rua- 
isla in the Orient, hoped thar England 
land the United States would join her

Much interested in Russia's occupation 
of Manchuria. He said that they had 
no feeling except that in taking Man- 
churia Russia would take Korea, and 
‘Dy using Korea as a base of supplies, 
Japan would lie practically at the mer- 
cy of Russia, because Korea in the 
hands of an enemy would practically 
separate the Island Empire into two 

ris. Japan, he eaid, ts fighting for 

r life, and if she strikes at all she 
should strike now. It is evident that 
the opinion of the younger nobles, or 
younger element has-had great weight 
with the government, because Mr. 
‘Asano assured me that the ships of his 
company would not be taken by the 
Japanese War Office unless war was 
unavoidable. It. is also evident that 
Japan must have some assurance from 
Engiend, and perhaps some of the 
other .continental powers that if she 
@eucceéds in breaking Russia's power in 
Korea and Manchuria. they will join 
her in preventing Russia from again 
Dbuflding up her military establish- 
ments in those countrics. 

For an hour or more these gentle- 
men discussed the dangers of the 
Oriental situation until coffee and cig- 
@erettes were served, which turned us 
from the subject of war to that of 
peace and we touched upon the com- 
mercial relations between the lU'nived 
States and Japan. Here an animated 
little conversation took place in Japa- 
nese between Mr. Asano and Mr. Shi- 
rashi, which Mr. Shirashi laughingly 
explained to me by saying that he In- 

to tell me, much against Mr. 

Agano’s wishes, some of the causes 

which might lead to friction between 
the United States and Japan. He first 
called attention to the action of the 

Tnited States which confined the trade 
of the Philippine Islands between the 

Philippines, Hawali and the mainiand 
of the Untted States to Amer- 
fcan vessele. He said this was 
resented by all the Japanese merchants 
as well as the shipping Interests in 
Japan, for the réason that under the 
treaty, which expires in 1908, the United 
States vessels have the right to trade 
between the treaty ports of-Yokohama, 
Kobe and Nagasaki. He called my at- 
tention to the fact that tn the Interna- 
tional Commercial Congress held in 
Philadeiphia tn 1899, the Japanese dei- 
egates protested against this action 
on the part-of the United States. Now 
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should the United States refuse to al- 
low the Japanese to participate in this 
trade, when 1908 comes, Japan will un- 
doubtedly refuse to allow American 
vessels to participate in the Japanese 
coastwise trade. This would place the 
American ships at a disadvantage and 
naturally the silk and tea trade be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
would go to the Canadian Pacific line. 
which could still enjoy the coastwise 
privileges of Japan, particularly as 
Australia proposes reciprocal coast wise 
trade privileges with Japan. 

How would the United States regard 
the passage ef strict coastwise laws 
in Japan, he asked me? Would it be 
looked upon as a friendly act? I had 
to answer that it would not be con- 
sidered a friendly act. 

And yet, he said, this is what you 
have done to us. Supposing, he said, 
that Japan, in consideration of Eng- 
land's friendship to Japan, granted 
English ships special exemption in the 
coastwise laws, could the United 
States object, especially when it is re- 
ciprocal between Australia and Japan? 
I answered by saying that while the 
United States could not look upon ge 
with favor, they would certainly 
estopped from criticising such an act. 

Angther cauge of friction, he stated, 
was the manner in which the enforce- 
ment of our immigration laws was 
carried out in reference to first-class 
passengers in transit through = the 
United States, and he asked me what 
the United States would say if Japan 
requested the privilege of establish- 
ing in the United States the sime 
Japanese quarantine regulations that 
the United States has in Japan, par- 
ticularly, he added, as our quarantine 
is far more strict than your own. 

I could but reply that the United 
States would either have to grant Ja- 
pan's request or remove her own offi- 
clals from Japan. 

He then laughed and remarked that 
one of the causes of the trritation to 
the Japanese was the fact that so 
many of the officials of the United 
States place the educated Japanese 
gentieman in the same class with the 
Chinese coolie, and added that he only 
made this statement tn order that I 
might see that the Japanese people 
were thinking about these questions. 

Some days afterward I ran across 
some editorials in the Japanese papers 
pertinent to this discussion. In a long 
article on the coasting trade of the 
United States, the Jifi Shimpo said: 

“Although the international conneec- 
tion hetween the United States and 
Japan was organized tn a peculiarly 
friendly relation, and Is atill continu- 
ing so, the recent development of the 
Pacifie trade causes their mutual itn- 
terest to often interfere. Now that the 
I'nited States is going to apply to her 
new insular posgessions the coasting 
laws Originally enacted-—to govern the 
trade bhetween ports in the Unftea 
States proper, it largely affects the 
interests of Japan to strongly sug- 
gest her friendship with a view to a 
reconsideration of the subject in the 
Interest of Japan. Tt ts not exagger- 
ating to gay the Japanese steamship 
companies will lose 30 per cent. of their 
total business by the extension of this 
law to the Philippines. Needless to 
Fay, any nations are at Hherty to en- 
act any laws or enforce them in their 
territories, but, as in the case of the 
I'nited States, to monopolize a line tn 
the ocean by extending a law original- 
ly enacted for the coast trade of the 
mother country, to her territery thou- 
sands of miles distant. is abeurd in 
view of the international relations. It 
Is quite reasonable to protest strong- 
ly In the protection of our own inter- 
ests.” 

(im the same subject the Tokio Com- 
mercial News had to say: 

“It will be a heavy blow to our ship- 
ping business If this policy is exten@ed 
to distant territories of the . United 
States. Even Americans cannot travel 
tu the Philippines by a foreign steamer 
without paying a fine of $200. Freight 
is absolutely prohibited. The trade 
between America and Japan is grow- 
ing very rapidly, and the Japanese 
empire, situated as it is, must take 
prominent position on the Pacific, Al- 
though we permit coasting trade be- 
tween Japan ports, the United States 
proposes to prohiblt trade between 
United States ports and ports of ics 
island dependenctes. in tits proper 
gsenee coast means the seashore of 
continuous land including adjacent 
islands, which is generally understood 
by professors of international law and 
it is quite absurd to apply this to the
